he Australian Soccer Players’ 

Association claimed victory last 
week in its battle to abolish the 
National League transfer system - but 
the Australian Soccer Federation 
says the result was a draw, and extra- 
time is needed, 

The Industrial Relations Commission 
last week rejected the application of the 
Player's Association, part of the Media 
Entertainment and Arts Alliance, for an 
interim award abolishing compensation 
fees. 

But, crucially, the IRC said the 
present compensation fee system should 
be abolished by the end of 1996. 

‘This will mean that, from the end of 
1996, out-of-contract players will be free 
to move between clubs without a fee 
being placed on their heads. 

The Commission also laid down 
guidelines for negotiations to take place 
between the ASF and the Players” 
Association, to be convened by an 
industrial relations commissioner. 

Players’ Association chief executive 
Kimon Taliadoros said the IRC’s 
decision that the transfer system should 
be abolished by the end of 1996 was a

lawyer Brendan Schwab 
also claimed the decision as 
a victory for soccer players, 
and a vindication of the Association's

‘The Commission has decided it has 
jurisdiction over the NSL, so its decision 
is binding. However, the decision will 
not affect overseas transfers, or any of 
the state leagues. Nevertheless, the IRC 
accepted almost all of the arguments 
raised against transfer fees, and that 
represents a triumph for the players who 
have fought for more than a year to 
change the system. The ASF must now 
pay a sioeable legal bill for defending the 
status quo-on behalf of the clubs.

Okon, who is almost certain 
to start for Australia against 
Ghana at the Sydney Football 
Stadium this Sunday, is full of 
confidence coming off a dream 
season in Europe. 

‘The 23-year-old former Young 
Socceroo captain has cemented his 
spot with top Belgian side Club 
Brugge, which only narrowly 
missed out on winning the 
championship. 

To cap his most successful 
season yet, Okon was voted the 
top foreigner and the third best 
player overall in Belgium, in a poll 
of players, coaches and referees. 

His form for Club Brugge even 
attracted the attention of the 
Italian media, with leading sports 
magazine Guerin Sportivo naming 
him — and compatriot Aurelio 
Vidmar — in a list of the top 100 
non-ltalian players in Europe. 

‘That led to speculation that he 
might be leaving Brugge for a 
Serie A club. 

But ask Okon, and he’ll tell you 
his present club have other ideas. 

“Me going to italy? What, for a 
holiday?” he jokes. 

“I have been told by Club 
Brugge that I’m not for sale. I'm 
still only 23, and I’ve just finished 
my second full season with the 
team in Brugge, so I'm not in the 
situation where it’s a make-or- 
break move. 

“But if I play next season like 1 
did this season, then it will only be 
matter of time before 1 make a 
move,” he predicts, 

German club VFB Stuttgart 


recently approached the Belgian 
club for Okon’s services, but were 
told the Socceroo was not 
available, 

However, Okon says Brugge 
have promised to sit down and 
discuss transfer options sometime 
before the end of next season. 

Despite his success, Okon has 
kept his feet on the ground. He 
admits he is not ready for the step 
up to the cut-throat Italian league. 

“The standard in Belgium is not 
that high, and that is a big reason 
why I'm not ready to make a 
move,” says Okon. 

“I've made it in Belgium, but 1 
hayen’t made it in Europe. 

“It has been very, very difficult. 
T’ve been there four years, but it’s 
only in the last 18 months that 
people in Belgium have started to 
acknowledge how good I believe I 
ane 
So far, Belgium has proved a 
perfect corridor into European 
football for Okon, since he joined 
Club Brugge as a raw recruit from 
Marconi-Fairfield, 

He has had to fight his way 
through injury and long stints in 
the club’s reserve team. 

However, he is an advocate of 
Belgium as a place to start a 
professional career. 

“Everybody speaks English 
there. And there is time to grow as 
a football player without pressure 
being put on you. If you begin in 
Germany, for example, you don’t 
have the opportunity to feel your 
way in slowly,” he says. 

But Okon, whose own transfer 
from Marconi was investigated by 
the Stewart Inquiry into 
corruption in soccer, fears young

“If you look back to Eddie 
Krneevic, he went to Belgium for 
what you would call very little 
money, when you compare it to 
what I see Sydney Croatia are 


asking for Zeljko Kalac, or what 
Marconi are asking for Steve 
Corica. 

“The three big clubs in Belgium 
are Anderlecht, Standard Liege 
(which is Aurelio’s team), and 
Club Brugge — but there is no 
way we could afford to buy a 
Kalac or a Corica.” 

The market may have dried up 
for Australian talent, but Okon 
and Vidmar have made a big 
impression. 

Vidmar, who finished the 
Jeague’s leading scorer, almost 
inspired Standard Liege to a 
championship. 

For Okon’s Brugge, the season 
began promisingly. But the club 
did their title ambitions no favour 
by selling top Nigerian striker 
Daniel Amokachi to Everton. 

Without a consistent striker, the 
team's challenge faltered, even 
though the competition went to 
the last week of the season. Club 
Brugge had to beat Standard Liege 
to win it, but two Vidmar goals 
put paid to their hopes, and 
Anderlecht sneaked home, 

Before beginning next season’s 
hunt for a Belgian championship, 
Okon will resume his Socceroo 
career in Sydney. 

He has only played once for 
Australia since the 1993 World 
Cup qualifiers, a stylish 
performance in a 1-0 win against 
South Africa in Adelaide. 

The big question is whether 
coach Eddie Thomson will play 
Okon as a sweeper, his favoured 
position, or push him into the 
midfield role he adopted against 
the South Africans. 

Okon says he is happy to play 


in midfield, if Thomson chooses 
Milan Ivanovic or Steve Horvat at 
the back. But... 

“J think I would perform better 
as sweeper. That's where I see my 
future in Europe. It all depends on 
what players are available, and 
where Eddie Thomson wants me.” 

Although he will not be playing 
against Ghana in Adelaide or 
Perth, Okon says he wants to stay 
involved with the national team, 
with a World Cup appearance his 
ultimate ambition. 

“We have a great chance to 
make it to France ‘98,” he 
maintains. 

“T would Jove to be part of the 
campaign, but it would have to fit 
into my career as a professional in 
Europe.” 

Juggling club and country 
commitments are always a 
problem for the huge number of 
Australian players plying their 
trade overseas, But with the 
Australian Soccer Federation's 
plans to increase the number of 
internationals to 16 per year, the 
chances of players like Okon 
appearing in the national colours 
should increase. 

“If they want to involve the Euro- 
based players [the ASF] have to 
schedule games when European 
countries play their internationals,” 
he insists. 

“If they did that, they wouldn’t 
have too much trouble bringing 
overseas players back. It’s just a 


“question of organisation.” 


Whatever his Socceroo future, 
the Sydney public has a rare 
opportunity to see one of the 
country’s most promising exports 
in action this Sunday.

as the new chief executive 
officer of the Australian 
Soccer Federation. 

The 50-year-old Woolley 
became chief executive of 
Basketball Australia in 1989 
and has had considerable prior 
experience in corporate 
marketing and management. 

He has been signed to a 
five-year contract which will 
include the Sydney 2000 
Olympics. 

Woolley was one of the 
driving forces behind the 
successful staging last year in 
Australia of the women’s 
world basketball 
championships, rated by the 
International Basketball 
Federation as one of the best 
held. 

He replaces Ian Holmes in 
soccer’s hot seat with Holmes, 
who made the initial contact 
with Woolley to apply for the 
post, switching to a lesser role. 

Woolley will not be a 
stranger to soccer — he trialed 
as a youth for English 
premiership side Aston Villa. 

“My role will be to 
implement and put together 
the strategies to achieve the 
objectives of the Federation,” 
said Woolley. 

“Problems to me are a 
challenge and one is not bigger 
than another. 

“We have unparalled talent, 
some of the finest coaches who 
don’t get true praise and I 
believe the game is thriving,

New Zealand has won the right to host 
the finals of the world Under 17 soccer 
championships in 1999. 

It will be the first time New Zealand 
has muna world championship. 

And, in a big vote of confidence in 
Soccer New Zealand (SNZ), it is also the 
first time soccer's governing body FIFA 
has allocated the biennial event four years 
ahead, and without inspecting facilities 
and grounds, 

New Zealand had made a bid for the 
1997 championship. However, when FIFA 
took this year's world under-20 
tournament from Nigeria — for health 
and security reasons — Egypt's 1997 bid 
for the under-17 event gained weight to 
Keep African nations happy. 

Oceania Football Confederation 
president Charlie Dempsey, a former New 
Zealand Football Association chairman, 
offered to withdraw New Zealand's 1997 
bid, 

The result was a unanimous vote from 
FIFA in favour of New Zealand holding 
the 1999 tournament. 

Dempsey said FIFA president Joao 
Havelange pushed for New Zealand to get 
the finals. 

“They took my assurance everything 
would be in place,” Dempsey said. 

“It is the biggest thing to ever hit New 
Zealand football. It is further evidence 
that Oceania is coming of age very 
quickly.” 

Australia hosted the 1993 under-20 
tournament and will run the Olympic 
tournament in 2000.

Saad, who has been 
fined $A50,000 by 2 
Singapore court for 
alleged match-fixing, said 
last Sunday he had been to 
hell and back.

I just 
want to see my family again 
and put it in the back of my 
mind,” “he said from 
Singapore. 

“At this stage, I’m not sure 
what to do next until I confer 
with my lawyer and the 
Australian High Commission.

‘The 27-year-old Australian 
was arrested days after a club 
official and a national player, 
who have since lodged 
appeals, were found guilty in 
March of corruption and 
sentenced to jail.

Players support 
extended

Australia’s top players are 
supporting plans to extend the 
national league season and believe 
the move will take them a step closer 
to a fully professional competition. 

New Australian Soccer Federation 
chairman David Hill has revealed plans 
to expand the fixture from a six to at 
least nine month competition. 

Players, including Socceroos Tony 
Vidmar and John Markovski, said Hill's 
announcement for each team to play 
each other three times had been well 
received by players. 

“Extending it for another three months 
would be just perfect,” said Vidmar. 

“A 26-round season just goes too 
quickly and this will bring us into line 
with overseas competitions.” 

The Adelaide City defender, who is 
set to continue his career in Holland, 
said the proposal would be a small but 
important step towards Australia 
establishing its own full-time 
professional league. 

“This means the players will have 
only one or two months off which 
Lae them fit all year round,” Vidmar 
said. 

Hill said that the ASF was looking at 
playing a minimum of 33 to a 
maximum of 45 rounds for the league, 
depending if it is a 12 or 16-team 
competition. 

Socceroo and Morwell Falcons 
striker John Markovski said the 
extended season would mean 
footballers won't be idle for up to five 
months of the year. 

“We must have the only league in the 
world when you have a break of five 
anda half months,” Markovski said. 

“We will virtually be getting towards 
a professional league where we'll be 
training and playing for 10 months of

Markovski said it may also 
encourage more Australian stars to 
Temain at home rather than venture 
overseas to eam good money.

Australia in shaky 
start against Danes 


ustralia’s dreams of 

qualifying for the Atlanta 
Olympic games were all but 
shattered following 2 
disappointing 5-0 loss to 
Denmark in their World Cup 
debut match in Vasteras last 
Tuesday. 

After being deait the cruel 
challenge of taking on Denmark, 
China and USA at last February's 
World Cup draw, the Aussies 
always knew a win over the Danes 
‘was a must if they were to achieve 
that Atlanta goal. 

Tt was perhaps a nervous start 
— Australia’s first ever 
representation at such a 
prestigious event, with every 
match a crucial contest. For the 
opening 10 minutes, neither side 
looked settled but after taking the 
lead the Danes stepped up a 
couple of gears to dominate play 
across the park, Australia 
however seemed slow, hesitant in 
Possession and suspect in marking 
the fluid Danish attack. 

In the 11th minute, striker 
Gitte Krogh set Denmark on their 
way with a good strike to take the 
lead. Two controversial refereeing 
decisions were then to be the bane 
of the Australian camp. The first 
came after 25 minutes when 
Denmark-based Aussie Alison 
Forman 
Norwegian referee Bente 
Skogvang after what appeared to 
be an innocent enough tackle on 
Anne Nielsen, From the resultant 
free-kick, Nielsen hit a 
magnificent ball into the top of 
goal to take the advantage to two. 

Just five minutes later, 
Skogyang was again the centre of 
attention, this time producing a 
straight red to dismiss stopper

was booked by - 


Sonia Gegenhuber following a 
clash with Krogh. The decision 
incensed the Australians, 
convinced it was more a 50-50 
tussle, both in pursuit of the loose 
ball. Down a player, the Matildas’ 
chances of a comeback were 
effectively nil. 

Captain Helle Jensen took 
advantage of the situation, putting 
away a clever goal from an acute 
angle on the right to take a three 
goal lead into the break over the. 
hapless Australians. 

Denmark continued to control 
the match in the second period, 
Krogh hitting her second with a 
simple chip over the advancing 
keeper after just four minutes. 

The Matildas were able to keep 
the tally to four until with three 
minutes remaining, a high swirling 
far post cross was dropped by 
goalie Tracey Wheeler for 
Christiana Hansen to tap into the 
net and end the game with a 5-0 
scoreline. 

Despite this last goal, Wheeler 
under constant attack, pulled off 
some magnificent saves, the 
Matildas’ savour on many an 
occasion. Also impressive was 
Michelle Watson, transferring her 
recent good form onto the world 
stage, and remaining positive in 
attack throughout the match. 

Watson looked good in 
possession and was unlucky not to 
get herself on the scoresheet with 
several confident long-range 
strikes on target. She has 
consequently attracted the 
interest of US college scouts. 

It was the standard of 
refereeing however which stuck 
foremost in the Aussies’ minds 
immediately after the match. 
National Coach Tom Sermanni 


was scathing in his condemnation 
of Skogvang’s decisions. “They 
altered the course of the game,” 
he said. “The free-kick against 
Alison Foreman was a clean, fair 
and just challenge and the 
Gegenhuber send-off was little 
short of farcical?" 

Commenting on the fact there 
are more female referees than 
males at this World Cup, he 
added. “It makes me wonder 
whether we have traded quality 
for equality.” Apart from the 
dismissal, there were four players 
booked — three of them 
Australians, and Sermanni said 
perhaps one was justified, 

“But having said that, I can 
take nothing away from the 
Danes. They were clearly the 
better team on the day.” 

“I have no complaints about 
the way we played, considering 
the standard of our opponents. 
With the pressure we were under, 
we could easily have lost our 
composure and gone down by 
eight or nine.” 

Captain Julie Murray said it 

would be up to her and other 
experienced players to pull the 
side together in time for the next 
meeting with China.

aving to pick themselves up 

from a 5-0 drubbing just 
two days earlier, Australia did 
exceptionally well to put in a 
much improved performance 
against China showing great 
fight and spirit over their 
opponents who are considered 
serious contenders for the 
World Cup crown. 

The match played in Vasteras 
Jast Thursday was level at half-time 
but ended with a 4-2 win to-the 
more experienced Asians. 

China went into attack from the 
first whistle, displaying great 
fluency, skill and understanding in 
support play. 

Their possessional advantage 
was finally converted onto the 
scoresheet in the 23rd minute when 
defender Yang Zhou found the ball 
at her feet from a corner cross. 
Unmarked in front of goal, she had 
a simple shot into the net. 

But just one minute later, China 
were shocked to find the scores 
again level. Zhou, now last 
defender, made a poor volleyed 
clearance. The ball hit Aussie 
striker Sunni Hughes, deflecting 
square and straight into the path of 
the advancing Angela Iannotta 
who drove the ball in at the near 
post for Australia’s first ever 
World Cup goal. 

A minute before half-time, the 
Aussies had a perfect opportunity 
to go into the. break with the lead 
when a long ball from midfield 
found Iannotta. The live-wire 
striker rounded one defender but 
was unable to force her way past 
the desperate dive of keeper 
Honglian Zhorig. 

Chifia remained in attacking 
mood in the second period, their 
constant pressure producing their

second goal after 54 minutes 
through a Guihong Shi strike. 
Australia remained positive 
however and were unlucky not to 
equalise. 

Shi was again on hand to 
convert a comer-kick to take the 
score to 3-1 after 76 minutes and 
what appeared a comfortable lead 
forthe Asian giants. 

But the gutsy Australians again 
upset China’s plans, hitting back in 
the 87th minute and setting up a 
tense final few minutes for their 
highly fancied opponents. 
Substitute Lizzy Claydon forced 
her way past two defenders on the 
Tight wing before unleashing a low 
cross into the box which keeper 
Zhong was unable to hold. Hughes 
pounced onto the loose ball for the 
easiest of tap-ins. 

The goal sparked the Matildas 
into further attack but despite 
desperate attempts, an equaliser 
‘was not forthcoming. 

With an extended Aussie 
backline, it was China who scored 
the final goal at the death, the ball 
falling to Ailing Liu after goalie 
‘Tracey Wheeler had made a superb 


save to tip a certain goal onto the 
crossbar. 

It was not the actual result that 
coach Tom Sermanni was 
interested in discussing after the 
game. Instead he was full of praise 
for the fighting qualities of the 
Aussies who he said “can play no 
better than they did tonight.” 

Reminding journalists that in the 
only other game against China 
played seven years ago, when 
Australia lost 7-0, he said women’s 
soccer has come a long way. 

“We always knew we would be 
up against it in the World Cup and 
especially in this group,” said 
Sermanni. “To take the game to 
the Chinese in the way we did was 
nothing short of outstanding.” 

For lengthy periods of the 
match, Aussie grit and 
determination matched the class of 
China. “In the end we were beaten 
by a better team which is very 
quick and technically superb, but 
the important thing is that we were 
not outclassed. It will take e couple 
of years to reach their level, but it 
is attainable.” 

From a pleasing all-round 
Australian effort, lannotta, 
Wheeler and Jane Oakley each had 
impressive performances. 

Australia’s display was marred 

by yellow cards to both Cheryl 
Salisbury and Michelle Watson, 
their second for the tournament, 
ruling them out for the clash 
against USA.

Speaking from Sweden 
just hours after their final 
match, National Coach Tom 
Sermanni was philosophical 
in his reflections of the 
whole World Cup 
experience. 

“Overall it was obviously 
a learning experience for the 
players”, he said. “It was an 
opportunity for them to play 
against three of the best four 
teams in the world which was 
unfortunate in terms of 
gaining points, It has given 
us an idea of where we stand 
in relation to top 
international football.” 
Sermanni went on to 
relate the biggest 
disappointment he faced 
during the championship. 
“Anything in sport comes 
down to some tight 
decisions. Two decisions 
against us early in the 
Denmark match made life 
very difficult. It’s the 
realisation afterwards - had 


we had a more favourable 
start, what might have 
happened.

ess than 12 months after hundreds of 

thousands of Swedes lined the streets of 
Stockholm to honour the national soccer 
squad for its World Cup exploits in the 
United States, the side has been plunged into 
disarray. 

The 1-1 draw against Iceland a fortnight ago, on 
the back of a string of unimpressive results this 
year, means Sweden is on the verge of failing to 
qualify for next year's European championship 
finals in England. 

The glum faces of Sweden's players and fans 
affer the draw against Iceland were a far cry from 
the street parades that greeted the team last July 
after Sweden reached the World Cup semi-finals 
before going down 1-0 to eventual winner Brazil. 


Tommy Svensson — who turned down a job offer 
from Atletico Bilbao last month — to step down. 
The Stockholm tabloid daily Expressen has 
Teported that Svensson, 50, had said he would 
resign, but the report coutd not be confirmed, 

Svensson, a shy figure who dug Sweden out of 
the mess of the 1990 World Cup in Italy when the 
team failed to win a single point, said the result was 
a major disappointment, although Sweden still has a 
mathematical chance of qualifying. 

Since the triumphant Swedes returned from the 
US, where it beat Bulgaria 4-0 to take third place, 
the team has won just three of its last eight matches, 
losing three and drawing two. 

Sweden's recent performances are hard to

Though England came 
from two goals down in 
the final two minutes to 
draw 3-3 with Sweden in 
mid-week, the side could 
find no way back against 
the Brazilians in a hard- 
fought match which ended 
the week-long four-team 
tournament. 

Although England took 
the Jead with a Graeme Le 
Saux goal after 39 
minutes, Brazil replied 
with a 55th-minute free- 
kick from Juninho, a 
62nd-minute solo effort by 
Ronaldo and a 77th- 


minute classic from 
Edmundo, who poked the 
ball through goalkeeper 
Tim Flowers’ legs to score. 

England’s last home 
defeat by such a margin 
was when West Germany 
beat it by the same score 
in a European 
Championship match at 
Wembley 23 years ago. 

The defeat was also 
England's first in 10 
matches under coach 
Terry Venables. It 
stretched Brazil’s 
unbeaten run to 20 
matches since November 
1993 and earned the side 
the $41,111,350 first prize 
for winning the 
tournament. 

Brazilian Joao 
Havelange, the president 
of FIFA, world soccer's 
governing body, presented 
Brazil’s World Cup- 
winning captain Dunga 
with the Umbro Cup 
donated by the sponsors.

Juventus defender Sergio Porrini, who scored in the 
first leg, netted again as his team beat Parma 2-0 on the 
night and 3-0 on aggregate in the Italian Cup final to 
complete a domestic double. 

Porrini, one of the unsung heroes of the Juventus team, 
slotted home a loose ball in the 26th minute of the second 
leg following a scramble in the Parma goalmouth. 

The defender had headed the winner in Juventus’ 1-0 
win in the first leg last Wednesday. 

That goal left Parma, who beat Juventus in the UEFA 
Cup final last month, needing to score three times to take 
the trophy. But it was Juventus who scored again, silver- 
haired striker Fabrizio Ravanelli racing clear in the 54th 
minute as the Parma defence appealed for offside and 
curling a lobbed shot to which goalkeeper Luca Bucci got 
a hand to but could not stop. 

Parma completed a bad night by having World Cup 
defender Luigi Apolloni sent off five minutes from time 
for his second bookable offence. 

Jt was only the fourth time that a club has completed 
the Italian double. Juventus did it in 1960 while Torino 
(1943) and Napoli (1987) are the only others to achieve 
the feat, Defender Ciro Ferrara, part of that 1987 Napoli 
team, becomes the first player to appear in two double- 
winning teams while Juventus have now won the Italian 
Cup a record nine times. 

Juventus completed the triumph without the injured 
Roberto Baggio, their unsettled Italy star who appears set 
to leave the club for either AC Milan or Internazionale. 

They also lost striker Gianluca Vialli in the 29th minute 
when he limped off with a thigh strain. 

That injury means Vialli is unlikely to be fit for 
forthcoming Italian friendlies with Switzerland and 
Germany, assuming that coach Arrigo Sacchi had planned 
fo recall him after over two years in the wilderness. 


GENOA RELEGATED 


Padova’s Dutch midfielder Michel Kreek 
condemned Genoa to Italian soccer’s second division 
last Saturday. 

Padova won a play-off to stay in Serie A after a 
nail-biting 5-4 penalty shoot-out at the end of a 1-1 
draw.

EBIO da Silva Ferreira 
burst on the World cup 
scene with nine goals In the 
1966 tournament In Eng- 
land, tops in the competi- 
tion. And although this was 
his only appearance in the 
final stages, Euseblo left a 
permanent Impression. He 
was blessed with scintillat- 
Ing pace and a rocket shot, 
was exceptional In the alr, 
and could easily take on sev- 
eral opponents In close con- 
fines. 

Born In poverty in the 
southeastern African coun- 
try of Mozambique (a Por- 
tuguese possession until 
1975), Euseblo was brought 
to Lisbon by top club side 


Benfica. He made his Inter- 
national debut at the age of 
19 and remains the most 
honoured Portuguese play- 
er, with 77 International 
appearances. 

Five of those appearances 
came In 1966, but one 
stands out — the quarter- 
final encounter with North 
Korea. After the North Kore- 
ans had somehow rushed to 
a 3-0 lead, Euseblo replied 
with four unanswered goals 
(and set up a fifth). 

That was as far as Portu- 
gal got, however, as England 
won the semi-final by 2-1.

retired as a 
player, he still 
works as an assis- 
tant coach for his 
old club Benfica and 
is still recognised 
wherever he goes.

The world soccer 
body FIFA finally 
rewarded the striker’s 
long service to foot- 
ball by awarding him 
its Order of Merit. The 
honour was formally 
bestowed on Eusebio 
in Chicago on June 
15, just before the 
World Cup finals in 
the U.S. 

“After so many 
years I wasn’t expect- 
ing it. This could only 
happen once in a life- 
time,” Eusebio said. 
“This gesture by FIFA 
shows that all those 
years of football were 
worth it.” 

A statue of the soc- 
cer hero, erected to 
celebrate his 50th 


who made their names in past World Cups 


birthday, graces the 
entrance to Benfica’s 
Luz Stadium. 

After retiring as a 
player in 1975, Euse- 
bio returned to Benfi- 
ca in 1979 as a coach 
for young players 
selected by talent 
spotters. 

In 1983, he was 
promoted to assistant 
coach for the club’s 
first division side 
under Swede Sven 
Goran Eriksson. 

Eusebio’s enduring 
popularity, often com- 
pared with that of 
Brazil’s Pele, allows 
him to play the role of 
Benfica’s “roving 
ambassador”. 

“I feel proud when I 
go into the streets and 
see a kid, only five or 
six years old, who's 
never seen me play, 


tugging his parents’ 
sleeves and saying: 
‘Look at Eusebio! 
Look at Eusebio!’,” he 
said in an interview. 

Perhaps Eusebio is 
best remembered for 
hauling Portugal to 
victory in a World Cup 
match against North 
Korea in 1966 against 
dire odds, 

Portugal, 3-0 down 
after 20 minutes, 
managed to win 5-3, 
thanks to four spec- 
tacular goals by Euse- 
bio. 

“I never thought 
about losing,” he 
recalls. “Every time I 
scored, I didn’t cele- 
brate so as not to lose 
time. | went to get the 
ball from the back of 
the net so we could 
kick off as quickly as 
possible.”

Drake moved to Arsenal 
from Southampton when he 
was 21 and still holds the 
record for most goals scored 
in fitstdivision match. 

He scored all seven in 
Arsenal's 7-1 victory at Aston 
Villa on Dec. 14, 1935. 

His 42 goals. in season 
1934-35, including seven 
hattricks, remains an Arsenal 
club record. 

Drake played in the 
Gunners’ championship 
winning teams in 1934,

Birmingham: Recent success continues, 


c 1875 Birmingham City 
formed as Small Health 
Alliance, They moved to a 
ground at Muntz Street in 
1877, where they stayed 
until 1905, 

In 1892 Small Heath were 
elected into the football 
league's Division Two, they 
had dropped ‘Alliance’ from 
their name in 1888. Small 
Health won the Division 
‘Two title at the first attempt 
but were not promoted as 
Newton Heath won 6-3 on 
aggregate in the test matches 
(or play-offs as they would 
be known now), 

In 1893/94 Small Heath 
were promoted after coming 
Tunners up and defeating 
Darwen in the test matches. 
In 1895 saw Blackburn 
defeat Heath 9-1. 

The following season the 
side was relegated. In 
1900/01 Small Heath gained 
promotion after finishing 
just one point off first place. 
Unfortunately they were 
relegated straight back 
down. In 1902/03 saw them 


vart 
min 


again finish second and so 
win promotion again. That 
year also saw them defeat 
Doncaster 12-0, the second 
time they had achieved that 
Teague score, in 1892 they 
beat Walsall 12-0. 

By 1905 Heath were 
established in Division One. 
‘The club changed its name to 
Birmingham and moved to 
its current ground at St 
Andrews. Birmingham 
finished last in 1907/08 and 
played in Division Two until 


1921. In 1910 they had 
finished last in the football 
league, although twice 
between 1908 and 1921 they 
missed promotion by a 
place. 

In 1921 Birmingham won 
Division Two on goal 
difference over Cardiff. 
Through the whole of the 
1920s the club remained in 
Division One. The 1930s 
started badly with a 1-9 loss 
to Sheffield Wednesday at 
the end of 1930. Some 


success was to come as they 
made their first FA Cup final 
in 1931, The game was 
against local rivals WBA and 
despite the wet conditions 
the match was spectacular. 
The Birmingham full-backs 
had a solid display but 
Albion won 2-1 anyway, 

Birmingham just avoided 
relegation in 1934 and 1935 
but, in what was to be the 
{ast full season before WWII, 
the club was relegated in 
1939. A last day 4-0 win 
over Leeds not enough as 
Chelsea gained two points 
from their two games in 
hand and avoided relegation 
by skipping ahead of 
Birmingham. 

During WWII St Andrews 
was hit by 20 bombs and in 
January 1942 the main stand 
was destroyed by fire. 
Birmingham became 
Birmingham City after the 
war, and St Andrews was 
tedeveloped. 

Birmingham were back in 
the top flight in 1948 after 
taking out Division Two. In 


1950 they were relegated but 
in 1955 again won the 
Division Two title, This was 
a close race, three teams 
finishing equal top on 54 
points with Leeds on 53 and 
Stoke on 52 points. -All City 
needed was a win in their last 
game. They did win, away at 
Doncaster 5-1, so won 
Division Two on goal 
difference. The following 
season they finished in their 
highest ever place of sixth in 
Division One, and also made 
the FA Cup final again, 
losing 1-3 to Manchester 
City. 

Between 1955 and 1962 
the side played in four 
European -Fairs Cup 
competitions, being losing 
finalists was their best effort, 
In 1962/63 Birmingham won 
the football League cup over 
Aston Villa. In 1964/65 
Birmingham were relegated 
along with midland rivals 
Wolves back to Division 
Two. In 1971/72 the club 
came runners up to Norwich 
by a point and so were
